Appliance Production 
Is Further Restricted 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The War 
Production Board has further re- 
stricted the production of electrical 
appliances. 

The Board late last week issued an 
amendment to Order L-65 providing 
a further reduction in the number 
of electrical appliances that may be 
made before production must cease 
altogether on May 31, and tightened 
restrictions on the metals that may 
be used in the appliances that can 
be manufactured under the order. 

As originally issued the order per- 
mitted manufacturers to produce, 
between the issuance date and May 
31, appliances having a factory sales 
value up to 25% of the factory sales 
value of their products in 1941, 
exclusive of orders having ratings of 
A-10 or higher. 

The amendment reduces the pro- 
duction permitted under the order to 
20% of factory sales value in 1941,

No ‘Stop Order’ Yet on 
Commercial Lines 


DETROIT — April 15 has come and 
gone and the “rumored” stop order on 
the production and sale, by manufacturers, 
of draft and bottle beverage cooling 
equipment and small self-contained air 
conditioners—supposed to become effective 
on that date—did not issue from the 
WPB offices in Washington. 

It is thought, however, that the delay 
‘is quite temporary, and that the order 
will be forthcoming very shortly—perhaps 
within a week. 

According to the best information 
available (texts of such orders are closely 
guarded until issued) the order will 
“freeze” production and stocks in the 
hands of manufacturers only—and will 
not affect stocks of such equipment held 
by distributors and dealers. 

The rumor that the order was coming 
spread rapidly throughout the industry 
during the past week, with a dozen 
different versions extant. 

The long-awaited refrigeration repair 
and maintenance preference rating order 
is said to be making more progress 
towards final approval, but there seems to 
be no venture of an exact date of 
its issuance.

OPA Sets Basis of . 
Pricing For ‘Rated’ 
Household Sales 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Maximum 
prices at which manufacturers may 
sell new domestic refrigerators di- 
rectly to persons assigned a prefer- 
ence rating of A-10 or higher by the 
War Production Board are estab- 
lished in Amendment No. 1 to 
Revised Price Schedule No. 102. The 
amendment became effective April 
16, 1942. 

Revised Price Schedule No. 102 
(Household Mechanical Refrigera- 
tors) establishes maximum prices for 
sales of domestic mechanical refrig- 
erators by manufacturers to dis- 
tributors and dealers. 

Supplies of domestic mechanical 
refrigerators in the hands of manu- 
facturers, distributors, and dealers, 
on Feb. 14, 1942, were ‘frozen’ by 
WPB’s supplementary general limi- 
tation order L-5-b. Since then the 
order has been amended so that sales 
could be made to meet the needs of 
the Army, Navy, Maritime Commis- 
sion, Panama Canal Zone, defense 
projects or defense housing projects 
with an A-10 preference rating or 
higher. The amendment was drawn 
to cover these sales, since the sales 
covered by the original schedule from 
manufacturer to dealer and distribu- 
tor are no longer permitted by WPB. 

OPA also has taken into con- 
sideration the “freeze” costs of stor- 
ing, handling, financing, and insuring 
incurred by the manufacturers when 
the WPB order prevented shipment 
of the refrigerators. 

The base price established in the 
amendment is the same as the base 
price to distributors fixed in the 
schedule, but to this the manufac- 
turer may add the actual amount of 
the excise tax, and the actual charges 
for servicing when special services 
are requested by the purchaser. 

However, allowances for coopera- 
tive advertising must be deducted as 
cooperative advertising will not enter 
into sales permitted by WPB. 

The ‘amendment allows the manu- 
facturer to add a 2% charge of the 
base price in shipments of less-than- 
carload lots to cover higher handling 
and clerical costs and to conform 
with industry practices. 

If the refrigerators were ready for 
delivery on Feb. 14, 1942, an amount 
equal to 1% of the base price for 
each month, or fraction of each 
month, which elapses between Febru- 
ary, 1942, and the date of sale may 
be added, to cover the “freeze” costs

KANSAS CITY, Mo.—In an at- 
tempt to put sales of remaining re- 
frigerators and better-priced recon- 
ditioned models on an all-cash, high- 
er profit basis, Kansas City Stove & 
Electric Co., Frigidaire dealership 
here, is telling owners of used boxes 
to “keep them for sale.” 

“We're not accepting any trade-ins 
at all on our new boxes,” the sales 
manager explains, ‘because we feel 
that with the market such as it is, 
it isn’t required. We tell the cus- 
tomer to hang on to his old refrig- 
erator, advertise it for sale when the 
summer weather begins, and thus 
get a bigger price for it than we can 
give him on a trade. We have found 
that people invariably are willing to 
pay a higher price for trade-ins when 
they buy directly from the owner, and 
that most people like the idea once 
it is explained to them.” 

Prompting the move, according to 
the firm, is the fact that Kansas 
City’s appliance reconditioning shops 
are overloaded with work at present, 
and it is practically impossible to put 
old boxes into saleable condition 
without going to the expense of 
building a service shop. Kansas City 
Stove & Electric Co. does not want 
to make this move—consequently, it 
has eliminated trade-in allowance 
risks, haulage costs, and all the

Vacuum Cleaner Price 
Ceiling Clarified 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—An amend- 
ment making it plain that the 
amount of excise and sales taxes may 
be added to retail selling prices listed 
in Maximum Price Regulation No. 
111, New Household Vacuum Clean- 
ers and Attachments, has been issued 
by Price Administrator Henderson. 

The clarification is effected by in- 
serting the words “exclusive of excise 
or sales taxes’ after the words 
“maximum price’”’ in the beginning of 
Appendix A of the regulation, which 
lists the retail ceiling prices by make 
and model. 

As the appendix stood originally, 
it was subject to the interpretation 
that sales taxes and Federal manu- 
facturers’ excise tax were required to 
be absorbed by the retailer, an inter- 
pretation obviously not intended.

‘Copper Recovery Corp.” Formation 


Seen To Buy Frozen Inventories 


NEW YORK CITY—It is estimated 
in trade circles here that the quantity

Formal 
announcement of the organization 
may be made through Deputy Ad- 
ministrator Clayton.

Henderson Says Dealers Are Misconstruing 
Price Regulations on Major Appliances 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Methods 
by which dealers are required to 
compute maximum retail prices for 
radios, phonographs, washing and 
ironing machines, and domestic cook- 
ing and heating stoves and ranges 
were reiterated in telegrams sent out 
April 11 by Price Administrator Leon 
Henderson. 

The temporary regulations cover- 
ing these appliances became effective 
March 19, 1942. Each order stipu- 
lated that the maximum dealer price 
for each appliance was to be the 
highest net price for which the in- 
dividual dealer sold the same model 
on March 19. If no sale was made 
on March 19, the highest net price the 
dealer received for the nearest pre- 
vious sale must be used to determine 
the maximum price. 

OPA explained that the price ceil- 
ings apply to each store individually 
and that the regulations do not mean 
that all stores must charge the same 
price for the same article. Each 
merchant, under the law, may set his 
price as high as, but no higher than, 
the top price he sold the same model 
for on March 19, or the top price he 
charged for it on the nearest pre- 
vious sale if he did not sell that model 
on that date. 

Information reaching OPA indi- 
cates that many dealers have mis- 
construed the pricing formula and 
are using the manufacturers’ sug- 
gested retail prices as their ceiling 
prices. This is a violation of the 
regulations and must be corrected 
immediately. 

Manufacturers’ suggested retail 
prices are established as the maxi- 
mum prices in the case of household 
mechanical refrigerators and vacuum 
cleaners, covered by the permanent 
Maximum Price Regulations Nos. 
110 and 111. 


OPA has also been informed that 
many dealers have neglected to post 
conspicuously in their establishments 
the retail prices for these appliances 
as set forth in the regulations. 


In the case of vacuum cleaners and 
attachments each model must have 
an attached label showing “the 
maximum cash price for this house- 
hold vacuum cleaner (or attachment) 
as established by the Office of Price 
Administration is $....... Lower 
prices may legally be charged or 
demanded.” 


Appliance Sellers May 
Pass on Tax - - OPA 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Under the 
temporary maximum price regulation 
recently issued for domestic electrical 
appliances, sellers may continue to 
pass on the Federal manufacturers’ 
excise tax, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration has announced. 

Says the OPA, “Elimination of the 
words ‘exclusive of Federal Excise 
Tax’ from the first sentence of 
Order 1370.51 (b) is deemed neces- 
sary since the original provision was 
subject to the interpretation that the 
maximum price should be the price 
on the base date less the Federal 
Excise Tax.

Interpretations Made on ‘Unfreezing’ 
Order For Refrigerator Dealers 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Interpreta- 
tions of Amendment No. 2 to general 
limitation order L-5-B, which “un- 
froze’ stocks of electric refrigerators 
in the hands of retailers, have been 
issued by the Consumers Durable 
Goods Branch of the WPB. 

These are some of the interpreta- 
tions issued: 

Q. May a distributor of electric re- 
frigerators sell all of his stock? 

A. Yes, provided those to whom he 
is permitted to sell want to buy all 
he has available. He may sell to the 
Army, Navy, Maritime Commission, 
Panama Canal, or he may sell the 
units back to the manufacturer, or in 
fulfilment of any contract or order 
bearing a preference rating of A-10 
or higher (whether placed before or 
after Feb. 13) He may not sell at 
retail, unless prior to the issuance 
of the order he was a combination 
distributor-retailer. 

Q. May a distributor of new elec- 
tric domestic mechanical refrigera- 
tors who also acts as a dealer sell 
his entire stock in retail? 

A. No, only that proportion of his 
stock as of Feb. 14, which the num- 
ber of new electric domestic mechani- 
cal refrigerators sold by him at re- 
tail during the year 1941 bears to 
the total number of new electric 
domestic mechanical refrigerators 
sold by him during the year 1941. 

Example: A distributor’s total sales 
in 1941 amounted to 1,000 refrigera- 
tors of which 100 were sold at retail.

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Retail sales being 10% of his total 
sales in 1941, he may sell not more 
than 10% of his present stock at 
retail. ' 

Q. What is a retail sale? 

A. Amendment No. 2 to Order 
L-5-B clarifies the meaning of a 
“retail sale” by defining it as a sale 
of not more than three refrigerators 
to an ultimate consumer. 

Q. Can sales to apartment house 
owners, builders, institutions, gov- 
ernmental agencies or employes of 
the seller be regarded as retail sales? 

A. No, the amendment expressly 
states that such sales are not to be 
considered retail sales. 

Q. How is a factory branch and a 
subsidiary of a manufacturer given 
consideration under the order? 

A. If performing the functions of 
a distributor before the freezing 
order took effect on Feb. 14, a fac- 
tory or subsidiary is treated the same 
way for all purposes as an inde- 
pendent distributor. Otherwise it is 
treated in the same way as a manu- 
facturer. 

Q. May a dealer sell his entire 
stock of new gas or kerosene oper- 
ated domestic refrigerators to any- 
one wishing to buy them? 

A. No, he may only sell them as 
follows: 

(1) He may sell at retail from his 
stock until he uses up his quota under 
the original Order L-5-B—4100 units 
or 42 of the number sold by him at 
retail in 1941—whichever is larger. 

(2) He may sell to the Army, 
Navy, U. S. Maritime Commission, or 
Panama Canal, provided he files re- 
ports as required in the order. 

(3) He may sell for a defense 
project or a defense housing project 
to which a preference rating of A-10 
or higher has been assigned, pro- 
vided that a written order or con- 
tract for such refrigerators was 
placed on or before Feb. 13. 

(4) He may sell to a distributor 
or to a manufacturer. 

Q. What about a distributor of new 
gas or kerosene-operated refrigera- 
tors? 

A. He may sell from his stock to 
the government agencies mentioned 
above, and to a manufacturer. How- 
ever, he may fill other orders bear- 
ing preference ratings of A-10 or 
higher only when such orders were 
placed on or before Feb. 13, and when 
such orders were for defense projects 
or defense housing projects.

An estimated total of 569,340 re- 
frigerators will be available to per- 
sons with WPB preference ratings by 
April 30, the date when production 
has been ordered to cease by WPB. 


TITLE 32—NATIONAL DEFENSE 
CHAPTER XI—OFFICE OF PRICE 
ADMINISTRATION 


Part 1380—Household and Service 
Industry Machines 


Amendment No. 1 to Revised Price 
Schedule No. 102—Household Mechanical 
Refrigerators 


A new paragraph (d) is added to Sec- 
tion 1380.51 and a new Section 1380.60 is 
added: 

Section 1380.51. Maximum prices for 
mechanical refrigerators. 

(d) Sales by manufacturers to persons 
assigned preference ratings by the War 
Production Board. 

Irrespective of any other provision of 
this Section, the maximum price for the 
sale of any model of household mechanical 
refrigerator to a person assigned a pref- 
erence rating by the War Production 
Board authorizing the acquisition of such 
refrigerator shall not exceed the sum of 
the following items: 

(1) The base price, which is the maxi- 
mum price established by paragraphs (a), 
(b), and (c) for a sale to a distributor, 
less any amount charged the distributor 
on account of cooperative advertising. 

(2) If the refrigerator was ready for 
delivery on Feb. 14, 1942, an amount equal 
to 1% of the base price for each month, 
or fraction thereof, which elapses between 
Feb. 14, 1942, and the date of sale. If 
the refrigerator was not ready for delivery 
Feb. 14, 1942, the allowable amount shall 
be 1% of the base price for each month, 
or fraction thereof, which elapses between 
the date the refrigerator was ready for 
delivery and the date of sale. 

(3) The Federal Excise Tax, unless the 
manufacturer is not obliged to pay the 
tax. 

(4) The amount paid or to be paid by 
seller (i) on account of transportation of 
the refrigerator from manufacturer’s point 
of shipment to destination, (ii) on ac- 
count of uncrating, installation, and in- 
spection of the refrigerator, (iii) on ac- 
count of the one-year service contract, if 
that service is requested by the purchaser. 

(5) If the number of refrigerators to be 
delivered by the seller to the purchaser 
requires a less than carload shipment, an 
amount equal to 2% of the base price of 
the refrigerator. 

(6) If the refrigerator is sold to an 
agency of the United States which does 
not require the warranty customarily 
afforded by the manufacturer, the maxi- 
mum price shall be reduced by the 
amount charged for the warranty by the 
manufacturer on Feb. 2, 1942. 

Section 1380.60. Effective dates of 
amendments. 

(a) Amendment No. 1 (1380.51 (d), 
1380.60) to Revised Price Schedule No. 
102 shall become effective April 16, 1942. 

(Pub. Law 421, 77th Cong.)

Paragraph (d) (3) allows the addition 
of the actual amount of the Federal 
excise tax. 

Paragraph (d) (4) allows additions to 
the base price in cases where the manu- 
facturer is requested by the purchaser to 
arrange for special services. In no case 
is the manufacturer allowed to add to the 
price a sum greater than the actual charge 
made by the person performing such serv- 
ice. 

Paragraph (d) (5) is intended to main- 
tain the standard practice in the refrig- 
erator industry of assessing an additional 
2% charge against less-than-carload-lot 
shipments. Refrigerator manufacturers 
commonly provide for this differential in 
their price lists, and this Amendment 
recognizes the traditional practice, espe- 
cially since the added charge is justified 
by the higher handling and_ clerical 
expenses involved in handling small 
orders. 

Paragraph (d) (6) requires that the 
charge for the customary warranty be 
deducted from the price where such war- 
ranty is not provided with the refrig- 
erator. 

Therefore, the effect of the provisions 
of this Amendment No. 1 to Price Schedule 
No. 102, is to allow the manufacturer the 
same final net sales realization on sales 
from his “frozen” stocks as he would 
have obtained in selling to distributors

OPA Official Revives 
Talk of English Plan 


For Consumers’ Goods 


NEW YORK CITY.—Serious con- 
sideration must be given to the idea 
of concentrating civilian goods pro- 
duction in a few plants of an indus- 
try and converting the balance en- 
tirely to war work, David Ginsburg, 
general counsel to the Office of Price 
Administration, declared April 14 
before a “war conference” of the 
Controllers Institute of America. 
Mr. Ginsburg’s remarks revived talk 
of the “Victory” or single model 
plan. 


Mr. Ginsburg pointed out that when 
the civilian goods production of a 
company is cut sharply, unit costs 
rise, and the OPA cannot afford to 
grant compensating price rises. 


“If the production of 20 companies 
in an industry is cut by 70%, why 
not eliminate some companies and 
concentrate production in others, so 
that they might reach peak capacity, 
thereby holding prices down while 
others could be converted to war 
work?” Mr. Ginsburg asked. 


Furnace Makers Get 
Order on Steel Cut 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—War Pro- 
duction Board has ordered a reduc- 
tion in the amounts of iron and steel 
which may be consumed in the 
manufacture of war air furnaces. 


The order (L-22) covers all warm 
air furnaces designed to heat the 
interior of a building, except those 
commonly known as space heaters or 
floor furnaces. 


The terms of the order limit larger 
manufacturers to the use during 
1942 of 50% of the iron and steel they 
consumed in 1940. Smaller manufac- 
turers, or those who made or as- 
sembled less than 8,000 furnaces in 
1940, are required to reduce iron and 
steel consumption 10%. 


WPB Revises Order on 
Appliance Production

exclusive of A-10 and higher orders. 

For example, a manufacturer who 
in 1941 produced appliances that had 
a factory sales value of $100,000 was 
permitted under the original order to 
produce, between the issuance date 
of the order and the cut-off date 
May 31, up to $25,000 worth of ap- 
pliances. Under the amendment he 
is restricted to $20,000 worth of ap- 
pliances. 

With respect to metals, the amend- 
ment reimposes the restrictions of 
Conservation Orders Nos. M-1-e, 
M-6-b, M-9-c, M-21-d, and M-43-a 
(which were relaxed under L-65 as 
originally issued) on the manufac- 
ture of electrical appliances, except 
that electrical resistance material 
which was in the inventory of manu- 
facturers of electrical appliances on 
March 30, 1942, may be used within 
the limits of Order L-65, notwith- 
standing the provisions of Order 
Nos. M-6-b and M-21-d.

Appliance Production 
Is Further Restricted 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The War 
Production Board has further re- 
stricted the production of electrical 
appliances. 

The Board late last week issued an 
amendment to Order L-65 providing 
a further reduction in the number 
of electrical appliances that may be 
made before production must cease 
altogether on May 31, and tightened 
restrictions on the metals that may 
be used in the appliances that can 
be manufactured under the order. 

As originally issued the order per- 
mitted manufacturers to produce, 
between the issuance date and May 
31, appliances having a factory sales 
value up to 25% of the factory sales 
value of their products in 1941, 
exclusive of orders having ratings of 
A-10 or higher. 

The amendment reduces the pro- 
duction permitted under the order to 
20% of factory sales value in 1941,

No ‘Stop Order’ Yet on 
Commercial Lines 


DETROIT — April 15 has come and 
gone and the “rumored” stop order on 
the production and sale, by manufacturers, 
of draft and bottle beverage cooling 
equipment and small self-contained air 
conditioners—supposed to become effective 
on that date—did not issue from the 
WPB offices in Washington. 

It is thought, however, that the delay 
is quite temporary, and that the order 
will be forthcoming very shortly—perhaps 
within a week. 

According to the best information 
available (texts of such orders are closely 
guarded until issued) the order will 
“freeze” production and stocks in the 
hands of manufacturers only—and will 
not affect stocks of such equipment held 
by distributors and dealers. 

The rumor that the order was coming 
spread rapidly throughout the industry 
during the past week, with a dozen 
different versions extant. 

The long-awaited refrigeration repair 
and maintenance preference rating order 
is said to be making more progress 
towards final approval, but there seems to 
be no venture of an exact date of 
its issuance.

OPA Sets Basis of 
Pricing For ‘Rated’ 
Household Sales 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Maximum 
prices at which manufacturers may 
sell new domestic refrigerators di- 
rectly to persons assigned a prefer- 
ence rating of A-10 or higher by the 
War Production Board are estab- 
lished in Amendment No. 1 to 
Revised Price Schedule No. 102. The 
amendment became effective April 
16, 1942. 

Revised Price Schedule No. 102 
(Household Mechanical Refrigera- 
tors) establishes maximum prices for 
sales of domestic mechanical refrig- 
erators by manufacturers to dis- 
tributors and dealers. 

Supplies of domestic mechanical 
refrigerators in the hands of manu- 
facturers, distributors, and dealers, 
on Feb. 14, 1942, were “frozen” by 
WPB’s supplementary general limi- 
tation order L-5-b. Since then the 
order has been amended so that sales 
could be made to meet the needs of 
the Army, Navy, Maritime Commis- 
sion, Panama Canal Zone, defense 
projects or defense housing projects 
with an A-10 preference rating or 
higher. The amendment was drawn 
to cover these sales, since the sales 
covered by the original schedule from 
manufacturer to dealer and distribu- 
tor are no longer permitted by WPB. 

OPA also has taken into con- 
sideration the “freeze’”’ costs of stor- 
ing, handling, financing, and insuring 
incurred by the manufacturers when 
the WPB order prevented shipment 
of the refrigerators. 

The base price established in the 
amendment is the same as the base 
price to distributors fixed in the 
schedule, but to this the manufac- 
turer may add the actual amount of 
the excise tax, and the actual charges 
for servicing when special services 
are requested by the purchaser. 

However, allowances for coopera- 
tive advertising must be deducted as 
cooperative advertising will not enter 
into sales permitted by WPB. 

The ‘amendment allows the manu- 
facturer to add a 2% charge of the 
base price in shipments of less-than- 
carload lots to cover higher handling 
and clerical costs and to conform 
with industry practices. 

If the refrigerators were ready for 
delivery on Feb. 14, 1942, an amount 
equal to 1% of the base price for 
each month, or fraction of each 
month, which elapses between Febru- 
ary, 1942, and the date of sale may 
be added, to cover the “freeze” costs
